MOST refpeétable addrefs, Sire, together 

A with the juft alarms of the nation, has been 

hambly laid at the foot of the Throne, by your Ma- 

jefty’s moft dutiful and faithful Parliament. The 
bare propofal of a duty on ftamped paper has alarm- 
ed every individual. After a glorious peace of five 

years, and a progreflive increafe of at lea(t 130 mil- 

lions of livres in 13 years, it feemed as if the name 


‘of impoft were never to come out of a beneficent 


monarch’s mouth, except in rendering it Jefs one- 
rous, or diminifhing the number of thofe already e- 
xifting. What was our furprife then, Sire, wheo 
we were told that new taxes were projeéting by the 
Notables, and that a new one of a moft diftrefing 
kind was to be offered for the apprabation of Parlia- 
ment ! 

The firft reflection that naturally occurs.at the 
very mention of a new duty, is to enquire into the 
aftual {tate of the finances. What an adminiftra- 
tion mutt the la(t have been, if the evils that refult- 
ed from it require fuch a defperate remedy? Your 
Majefty muft remember how we ftrove in 1784 and 
1785, to give you a faithful picture of the real fitua- 
tion of the {tate $ which feemed then (or your Mi- 
ni(try endeavoured to make it appear fo) as if incli- 
ped to take a turn for the beft ; but the truth was, 
that the ftate was more involved in difficulties than 
ever. Your Parliameut then, Sire, did every thing 
in their power, but in vain, to fet truth in its clear- 
eft light ; fome of your minifters had too great inte- 
eft not to conceal it from your’Majelty; all our 
humble remonftrances proved ufelefs, and there 
were fome of your council who went fo far as to 
make you fufpect the purity of our patriotic intenti- 
ons. ‘The terrible firuation of affairs, however, re- 
quired a {peedy remedy. The Notables, affembled 
by your Majefty’s orders, have withdrawn the veil 
that covered that undermining adminiftration ; A 
dreadful fpeétacle prefented itfelf to the eye of the 
aftonifhed nation. An immenfe deficiency was very 
vifible in the treafury. Ard every body haftened to 
propofe the means of filling it up, and.affording a 
fpeedy remedy. How grievous to your Majelty’s 
paternal heart muft. fuch a difcovery have been ! 
How mutt your aftonifhment and forrow have in- 
creafed, when you reflected on the fatal errors your 
minifters had long and purpofely kept you in! 

' Such is the confequence, Gire, when the choice 
of Minifters falls on perfons that are obnoxious to 
the nation in general: Such is the great, but fad 
example that teaches Monarchs how far they muft 
refpect the public opinion, feldom fufceptible of er- 
ror, becaufe men united together rarely give or *re- 
€eive ‘an impreffion contrary to truth. In point of 
adminiftration, Sire, the pureft hands are hardly 
pure’ enough. A firft condefcenfion, or rather a 
firlt wrong {tep, leads to a fecond: no bounds, can 


- circumfcribe the imprudent Minifter when once he

O let your Majefty deign topabfe a while on one 
of thefe Licdary refleGtions, the importance of which 
has been acknowledged by all good Monarchs, 
Evil may happen in a Gage inftamt, but whole 
years are fcarce fufficient to repair the milchict dt 
caufes. The vices of an Adminiftration, or, which 
is the inevitable effet of them, the involuvtary er- 
ror of a juft Monarch; will forely diftrefs whole 
generations. 

It is not your Parliament’s intention, Sire, to 
grieve your Majelty’s moft fenfible heart by expatia- 
ting at prefent on fo affecting a fubject, and recal- 
ling fo unpleafant a thought; but they take the li- 
berty of humbly intreating your Majelly to weigh 
often thefe important reflections; in fome of thofe 
moments when you are meditating in filenge on the 
welfare and happinefs of your fubjeSts. It behoves 
now your Parliament to enter, with a noble free- 
dom, upon a fubjeét propofed by your Majelty 
yourfelf, we mean the projected retrenchments and 
ceconomical fchemes. We earneftly entreat you, 
Sire, to be on your guard again{t the emotions and 
propenfities of your tender heart, in order that the 
ceconomy already begun may continue, and thofe 
reforms. adopted and fettled be of conftant duration. 
When a pure and enlightened Adminiliration en- 
deavours to eftablifh certain principles of ceconomy, 
it generally meets with fome ancicat cultoms that 
feem to have been loag attached to the conilitution, 
and to enjoy the right of prefcription. If the Mi- 
nifter aéts with firmnefs, he is immediately blamed 
for his imprudence; if with precaution, the world 
will cenfure his weaknefs ; what difficulties will not 
then in fuch a cafe furround the Monarch, and 
be inceffantly multiplying about him! Courtiers will 

ublicly approve of, nay applaud, the projected re- 
orms, but in fecret they will try to weaken, and 
even prevent their effects; all means will be em- 
ployed to deceive him ; it is then that art, addrefs, 
and fineffe appear in a thoufand different ferms, ac- 
tuated by the moft imperious of all motives, per- 
fonal intereft: The Sovereign thus befet, and at- 
tacked on every fide by claims, fuits, petitions, &c. 
is forced to liften to importunate clamours, and 
through the goodnefs of his heart often grants what 
could never be: obtained through his juftice. 

The moment the word economy is mentioned, it 
echoes through the room ; the cunning courtier ap- 
parently adopts the plan, and withes to be numbered 
among the great characters of the nation, whafe ex- 
ample he affedis to imitate ; but he calculates at the 4 


ments that diminith either his credit or his revenues; 
all expences but his own feem fufceptible of dimi- 
ution: in a valt adminiftration the weakeft pretexts 
are eafy tinged with the colouting of reafon, and 
that economy which has been fo often courted, and 
always expected, appears and difappears in an in- 
ftant, leaving a black cloud over the beautiful coun- 
tenance of truth, which fome faint rays had begun 
to render confpicuous, ; 

Thefe reflections, Sire, written in the annals of 
every nation, are the faithful hiftory of the human 
Heart: never could the meditation on them be more 
interefting so your Majefty tha at prefent, for the 
application fuites exactly to the urgent circumftan- 
ces of the times. ‘The more vigour and firmnefs 
your Majefty will thew for the intended reforms, and 
falutary refolutions, the more difficulties and obfta- 
cles will certainly impede the way; and experience 
may perhaps have already proved that the perfons 
interelted in thefé economical views, begin to hint 
as if the propofed fums were equivocal and _precari- 
ous, and the deductions agreed upon incompatible 
with old cuftoms, and unlikely to laft 4 long time. 

Tt is in your Majefty’s power to enforce, with a 
laudable petfeverance, the order that muft citablifh 
with permanency this. indifpenfible reform: . Every 
thing fiould undergo the ftriaeft inquiry. Your 
Majeity’s juftice, which to us is the furelt and moit 
facred pledge, emboldens your Parliament to lay be- 
fore you, without danger of incurriitg your Royal 
difpleafure, fome of thofe remarks and obdfervations 
that mutt naturally have occurred to you. Had you 
known, Sire, the real ftate of your finances, no 
doubt, you would not have undertaken thofe im- 
menfe edifices that are now building, nor made fo 
many acquiftions onerous to the State ; you would 
not have permitted fo many exchanges of the Crown 
lands, nor granted thofe exceflive liberalities that the 
importunate and intriguing are always furéof ob- 
taining. The facility of obtaining money from the 
treafury (the fatal bane of all adminiftrations ) would 
never have been fuffered to increafe, for it expofes 
every moment the Sovereign to fome dangerous fur- 
rife; it fquanders fecretly the public revenue, and 
can never over-balance, with its pretended utility, 
the great inconveniencies always attendingit. Your 
Majetty would certainly never have confented to 
have Paris furrounded by fuch a magnificent wall ; 
to fee palaces ereéted for your Excife officers at an 
exorbitant expence, in order to coincide with the 
views of the Farmers-General, who, in expectation 
of a precarious and diftant gain, expended annnally 
thofe fums that fhould be appropriated to wants of 
more real neceflity. 

All thefe objects, Sire, and many others, the e- 
numeration of which would aftonifh, are fufceptible 
of amendment ; fome require a confiderable diminu- 
tion; others an entire fuppreffion. But it is not 
only the total of each department that fhould be

charges-; it fhould be reduced to the fimple and ab- 
4 folately neceffary expence: in fo doing your Maje- 


millions of livres, and this might then prove a real 
relicf to your fuffering fubjedts. 
There are }onourable economies, Sire, that, far 
from diminithsg the fplendour of a throne, add lu- 
tre and dignity to it. Majelty iefelf may fubmit to 
The Sovereign is always great when 

his fubjects we happy, and the fight of happinefs 
fpread over ; whole people is fo pompous and bril- 


verfal applafe.

ritediand jult perfeverance, are wifhed for and ex- 
pected every day by the unhappy hulbandman, whofe 
tears bedew the very field that contributes to fo ma- 
ny wit¥élp expences before it has. furtithed the ne- 
cetlary fabfiftence tothe perfon who fowed it, for 
the fubfiftence of himfelf and family, and who,. de- 
prived of the common neceflaries, is forced to take 
from his poverty itfelf, wherewith to furnifh to the 
exigencies of the State. 

Thefe unhappy beings, Sire, Frenchmen by birth, 
aod men, have.a double right to enjoy their facred 
property even in the bofom of indigence ; but as 
they cannot claim it themfelves at your Majelty’s 
feet, let their claims and theif Tights be ever prefent” 
before yous let their plaints find their way to the 
Throne, and reach your Royal petfon; let them 
hear your gracious anfwer, and Jet them know that 
your Majeity’s goodnefs and juftice are the fureft 
fupporters they can hope to find near the Throne. 

The French never confult any intereft infeparable 
from the Throne, they are always biafed by their 
fincere attachment to their Monarch; in their fer- 
vent zeal and enthufiaftic emotions for the Royal 
caufe, they have been capable of the greateft facrifi- 
ces, and they may fancy the ways and means of the 
nation as unbounded as their affe@tion, Thefe ways 
and means therefore mult be carefully managed and 
ufed at propertimes. - It fhould be likewife confi. 
dered, that the contributions proceeding from the 
impolts granted to the Monarch are only intended 
as fubfidies to the State, and that the Sovereign is 
but the diftributor of whatever is not employed for 
the public weal, which naturally belongs to thofe 
who co-operated in levying the contributions, and if 
they are diverted from their chief and primitive in- 
tent, their fertile fource will foon become infuffi- 
cient, andin a fort time exhaufted ;’ particularly

them. Each citizen contributes part of his proper- 
ty for the fake of maintaining public fafety aod pri- 
vate tranquillity. The people, on fuch principles, 
founded on the rights of mankind, and confirmed by 
reafon, fhould never encreafe their contributions but 
when the expences of the State have undergone all 
the favings, alterations, and retrenchments they are 
capable of, It is for this reafon, therefore, that your 
Parliament, Sire, look upon the duty on ftamped 
paper as entirely oppofice to thefe sapears nations. 
Ic would affect the-private tranquillity, by neceffari- 
ly opening a way to errors, and thereby would prove 
far more dangerous than the gabelle, (duty on falt, 
a kind of exwife) which was, as has been feen, -lia- 
ble to open frauds: The moft exaé@ and habitual 
attentioe coald hardly be fofficient to diftinguith the 
‘numbetlefs ftamp2d papers that are“to ferve for each 
refpedtive aal of juftice dr common tranfaction. 

What miftakes will not the greatelt part of your 
fubjects be liable to by interchanging thefe papers, 
and making ufe of the one for the other? Many 
writings, by facti involuntary faults, may appear 
counterfeited in the eye of juftiee, and*sbe unwary 
individual will find himfelf daily ex: 
orbitant fines, or to encounter dify 
vy faits-at law. 

Such a duty, Sire, is likewife i 
public fafery, as it would deeply wound matual con- 
fidence, which is the fure foundation of it. Indivi- 
duals would be afraid of producing wnftamped bills 
or notes before a tribunal ; and in this age, where 
there are fuch frequent inRances of perfons taking 
all forts of advantages, and commencing or pro- 
longiig vexatious and never-ending fuirs, a wife le- 
giflator fhould be very careful not to introduce new 
fubjeéts of chicanery. Befides, our public truft, 
Sire, and our national dignity, abfolutely forbid the 
introduction of fuch a dangerous duty. 

The moment a declaration is iffued, which is ge- 
nerally vicious in almoft all its difpofitions, a fedu- 
cing facility of extending its meaning or duration 
offers itfelf, and pretences are not wanting for im- 
pofing plaufibly on the public. Experience furnith- 
es us with too many examples. The two fous and 
the eight fous per livre, for initance 5 the fecond war- 
rant for the po.J-tax, and fo many other inventions, 
which the fertile genius of financers has imagined, 
and is never‘at a lofs to find to overcharged the fub- 
jects, are but a continuation and extention of a duty, 
fimple in its origin ;‘ and fuch an extenfion, Sire, is 
often divefted of any legal authority, and only col-. 
le&ed in virtue of the Minifter’s mandate. ~With- 
but, mentioning, Sire, the multiplicity of marks, pre- 
captions, and fines, annexed. to and attending the

A part of the fol- 
diers were difj of.d not to take any tharein the revolt, 
were obliged by their comrades to march out, 
to the number of 350.—They proceeded, with co- 
loars flying and drums beating, under the command 
of a er jeant, and dirested their march towards, 
Bois-le-Duc. On the firft of Auguit, they arr- 
ved at Heefel, with orange cockades ip their hats, 
and plentifully provided with money, "The follow- 
ing day, the Lieutenant Colonel, aod fome other 
officers of the fecond battalion, came to take the 
command of them, and led them into Gueldres, 
where they are tobe {tationed in gartifon.

No; another queftion naturally follows ; which is, 
Whar are we hefirating about ?

The 
Jalt mail brought accounts of the Hollanders ha- 
ving difmiiied the Stadtholder from all his autho- 
rities, and confifcated the eftates of his adherents. 

The difpute is, in every ftage of it, an exact re- 
pitition of the circumftances which artended rhe be- 
ginning of the American war. France at that time 
made the ftrongeft pacific affurances. 

Precifely the fame condu& France is now purfu- 
ing, only with lefs are; for the union between her 
and Holland, was indifputably made with a hoftile 
view to the Stadtholder. No affurances therefore 
that France can now make, can be friendly to both 
England and Holland. She muft deceive one of 
them. Bat che treary will thew the connexion with 
and the engagement France is under, to fupport her 
ally, the Dutch. : 

This treaty was pudlifhed at the Hague on tbe 
25th of November, 1785. The following ie a 
tranflation of the fubftance of it.

‘Mhé Moft Chriftian King and their Tigh 
Mightinelfes promife and engage to contribute eve- 
ry thing in their power for their refpedtive fafety, 
and mutually co preferve tranquillity, peace and neu- 
trality, as well as the pofleflion of their feveral do- 
minions, againit every atrack in any part of the 
globe ; and his Moft Chriltian Majelly guarantees 
the obfervance of the treaties of Muniler and Aix-la 
Chapelle, as far as.they remain in foree. 

If. In confequence of the above article, the 
high contraéting powers will always act in concert 


‘to preferve peace ; and whichever is threatened to 


be attacked, the other thall endeavour, by its good 
offices, to prevent hoftilities, and bring about a re- 
conciliation. ‘ “ 

1V. But if this interpofition thould not have its 
proper effect, they engage mutually to aflitt each o- 
ther by fea or land. His Moft Chriftian Majefty 
engages, in fuch cafe, to furnifh the States with ten 
thoufand infantry, two thoufand cavalry, twelve 
fhips fof the line, and fix frigates. Should France 
be attacked, the States agree co affilt her with fix 
thips of the line, and three frigates, and thall either 
furnifh 5000 infantry and tooo cavalry, or allow a 
fum of money. : 

V. Specifies, that the thips and troops fent to 
the afliftance of either party, thall be paid by the 
party fending, but be at the difpofal and under the 
direction of the patty requiring fugh affiftance du- 
ring the war. 

VI. Both parties fhall always have a number of 
hips and troops ia readinefs, to fupply any defici- 
ency occafioned by the chance of war in the number 
fpecitied. 

VII, In cafe the affitance hereby agreed upon is 
found to be infuflicient, the contracting parties fhall, 
if neceflary, affilt cach other with all their forces. 
The States thall, however, not be obliged ‘to furnith 
above 20,000 infantry and 4000 cavalry, fubjed& 
to the claufe in Art. IV. 

VIII, In cafe of a war at fea, in which neither 
of the contracting parties fhall be concerned, they 
mutually guarantee cach other the liberty of the fea, 
according to the 19th and 2oth Articles of the treaty 
of commerce figned at Utrecht, 1713. 

IX. In cafe of war, in which both parties thall be 
engaged, they agree to co-operate to diltrefs tie e- 
nemy, and not to difarm, or enter into any treaty or 
negociation of peace without the coofent of each o- 
ther, and to communicate whatever may occur du- 
ring fuch negociation, 


X. The. better to be able to fulfil thefe engage- | 


ments, both parties agree to keep up their miliary 
eftablifhments, and communicate, if required, a flate 
of them. 

XI. They farther engage. to. lay open bona fide 
to each other all treaties now exiting between them 
and any other powers of Europe, which are to be 
inviolably obferved. 

XII. As the object of the prefent treaty is. not 
only to fecure the tranquillity of the contraéting par- 
ties, but that of Europe in general, they thal! have 
liberty to invite what other powers they pleafe to 
scale to It. ; a 

XIIL. That till a treaty of commerce can be re- 
gulated, the fubjefts of the States fhall enjoy the 
fame privileges as the molt favoured nation in all the 
harbours of France. 

Separate ArTicee. 

I. In cafe either power wifhes to employ the 
force to be furnifhed by the other out of Europe, 
it fhall be obliged to give notice of ic in three 
months at the late/t. ‘ . 

II. The allowance of money mentioned in Art. 
IV. fhall be at the rate of 10,000 Dut¢h florins per 
month for every 1000 men infantry, and 30,000 
florins for every 1000. men cavalry. 

ILL. The contracting paities fhall confent to no 
negociations that may injure either party, but fhall 
alliduoufly endeavour to prevent them, and give each 
other every information. 

IV. ‘This weaty efpecially guarantees the ar- 
rangements agreed upon between the Emperor 
and the States, ander his Moft Chriftian Majeity’s 
mediation. 

V. Tiiefe feparate articles fhall be of equal 
force, as if they had been inferted in the body of 
the Treaty of Alliance figned this day.
